Lient. J. W. D. Dowler Met Death 
Last April. 



WITH 11th MOUNTED RIFLES 



Was Leading Sight Portjm of 
Battalion in Victorious 
Drive. 



Althousli he mot his death In ac- 
tion aa long ngo as last April, when 
ho fell mortally wounded In the vlc- 
torloiia attack of the Canadians at 
Vlnty Rldse, particulars have only re- 
cently come to hand of t>e death of 
Lieut. J. w. D. (Jack) Dowler, Arts 
•17. ■ 

Lieut. Dowler was a son of Mr. 
Wellington J. Dowler, Victoria, B.C., 
and left there w th the Uth Cunadlun 
Mounted Rifles, In the summer of 
1916. 

It appears that Inalructlona hnd 
been given the 47tl) Battalion lo move 
forward. Tlio battalion had .heen hold 
In reserve to consolldate a poHltlon 
gained earlier in the day. Llout. Dow- 
ler was In char^to of the extreme 
rlsht portion of the battalion, when 
the orders were given to advance In 
line. Later the advice states: "He 
walked among: . the men under his 
charge, directing: them for 'open or* 
der formation' for tholr safety. The 
advance continued for some' consider- 
able distance before the eneo»y 'open- 
ed up'; then he did with shrapnel 
bursting overhead and heavy sliell 
(ire. It was after climbing the crust 
of Vlmy P.idso and when' aliout half 
way up the ascent of tlie reverse slope 
that Lieut. Dowler was hit by a burHt- 
Ing shell and carried to the' advanced 
dressing station, where he succumb- 
ed on the following day." ■ 

BurUd on the Field. 

HIh mnalna lie buried hi Bariin 
cemetery with IhoKO of oilier heroes 
who foil in that vlptorlou.s on.slaught. 

The followifig extract from a letter 
lecfilved troni Liout.'-'Col. Francis, Com,- 
mandlng the 47th Battalion, spStUca of 
the esteem In which the young officer 
was held: "I assure you M deeply 
sympathize with you In your bereave- 
ment. It is very hard to lose so many 
good officei-s. You son was one of a 
plasa of officers with which I; was 
blessed. .Courdgeoiis, determined ' and 
possessing: a high sense of duty, he 
was-one of a group who wore simply 
marvellous, and It is owing to these 
brave young platoon commanders, and 
the 'Tommies' that Canada has won 
such immortal glory. I hnd a^lilKh' 
regard for your son and his ability.''' 

Sterling 'Work Under Pira. 

Major Baker, second In command of 
the 47Ui, formerly Lieut. Dowler's 
company commander, after express- 
ins sympathy with his parents, ^writes 
as follows: "I wish you to know w,liat 
a splendid young fellow your son 
showed himself to be from ,lhe very 
start, ^lle Joined mo In the ilnes^ dur* 
ing a tour of intense bombardment,' 
and very Imrd work for my officers 
by reason ot being .short, but It was 
at the end of thls,^our by reason of 
his sterling work under, fire, we re« 
alized he was as fit as any others for 
responsibilities in. all situations. 

"Aa for Vimy Ridge, our battalion 
was not !n the first attaclt, hut later 
on in the day was called to go forward 
to an objective well behind the Ger- 
man original line. We, with two 
companies of tlie ô8th, formed up In 
parallel lines (called artillery forma- 
tions); of men Hn , the valley below tlie 
Ridge, and moved up under the per- 
sonal command of Col. Francis, to the 
top ot the Bldge, whore coming tinder 
machine gun and rifle fire, the col- 
umns extended and advanced In .open 
order through our ^oWn front line 
men; drove^the Germans bock ahd es- 
tablished' themselves ;:l^i ^h1i. £ Gfrman 
trenches and shell hoj^H^p Whole 
movement was most wpri'derf iilly - well 
executed, men. 'and ''officers could not 
have doh cgj iii i i be tter on tlf; paradé 
grourid.'^fwfwaSf going up. the reverse 
slope your son was hit. 
. "I was able recently"to walk about 
the Ridge, searching out those places 
we spent such harrowlnR hours In 
,that. terrible time. I hope the sum- 
mit win be crowned with a monu- 
ment to those splendid fellows who 
have United Canada's name with Vlmy 
In imperishable fame,"

ELECIC U ENJOYS 
; IP peil PUNT 

Manufacture of Oopper Wire and 
, i .Qfthles Prinrei Instructive to 
Students.

The first of a series of visits to be 
mad^ ,td\ various engineering works in 
and . around the dty was made by 
the Electrical Club yesterday ' after-' 
noon. 

The party^ about! is in number, as- 
sembled at the Union at 2.15 p.m., 
and. under the guidance of Prot. 
Christie and Mr. Fowler, made Its way 
to the Mile End works of Eugene F. 
Phillips and Co., Ltd., manufacturers 
of wires and cables. Arriving at the 
works at.S o'cloclc, the members were 
received ton bettalt of the company 
by Mr. Scarth, who conducted them 
around the plant, and spared no pains 
In explaining the working sOf the vari- 
ous machines .eiicouirtered during the 
trip. 

I First tlie wire drawing department 
was visited. Here, the crude copper, 
which is received by the company In 
200 lb. colls of 3-8 Inch diameter rod. 
is placed in a tank of dilute sulphuric 
-acid, in order to remove the copper 
oxide. The oxide is removed, together 
with about 2 per cent, of copper, 
which is dissolved by the solution, 
and is a total loss. The rod is drawn 
through chilled iron, steel, or diamond 
dies to any size or shape that may 
be required. To keep the copper soft 
during the- rdra^lng- process, It must 
be annealed. This is done in large 
furnaces where 'the coils of wire are 
heated to about 1400 deg. p., and then 
cooled In :wator.. Unlike steel or Iron, 
the copper does not, temper when 
suddenly cooled.-. 

Subsequently -the _ wire stranding, 
steel .tape armoring and braiding ma- 
chines were ; inspected. The braiding 
machines were the subject of .unusual 
interest to some of the members of 
the party. 

Next the telephone cable depart- 
ment Yia.3 visited. The copper con- 
iductors, generally No. 19 B and S. are 
first separately insulated with a layer 
of Manila paper. Then they ure 
passed - throiigh a twisting machine, 
which Is designed to twist two of the 
Insulated wires together to form a 
pair. Passing to the stranding ma- 
chine, the pairs are all stranded to- 
gether m layers to form a cable. Af- 
ter having been thoroughly dried out 
and tested for faults, crosses, etc.. 
the cable Is finished by applying a 
lead covering. Tlie plant is capable 
of "manufacturing telephone^ cables 
having up to 400 pairs. 

In the magnet wire department, the 
wrappings of insulation are applied to 
the copper wire In specially construct- 
ed machines, which revolve at very 
High speed, and wrap one or two 
large layers of cotton 'or alll« In a 
smootli coating around the wire. 

A machine of unusual Interest was 
the rubber insulating machine. The 
copper wire to be rubber covered !s 
fed In one .side, . and the rubber com- 
pound Is.fedixlnto achopper at the 
backv of .' the-tnachlne; va worm gear, 
such as Isiused in ah ordinary saus- 
age grinder,.,"- forces the compound 
around the . wire, which 'comes out 
through a die. In the front of the ma- 
chine' .wltii a perfectly seamless coat-

PEOPLE WHO TAKE THEMSELVES TOO BERIOUBLY. 



It is a fairly common thing to hear people speak of the "levity 
of youth," when referring to college life, as though University men 
were incapable of thinking of anything but pleasure and its pursuits. 
But on reflecting over some events of our own college course, we 
iicfîmé to the conclusion that very often the fault lies in the other di- 
rection, and that students are apt to take themselves and their work 
to^^ously rather than too lightly. Not that we wish to suggest the 
v^^f^o^ne in the four or five years of the average college course is 
not of the greatest importance — far from it. Yet after all, the 
prime object of .such a course is the building of character, and the 
right kind of character is to be obtained by a proper admixture of 
W'prk, play and intercourse' with one's fellows. 

Now the man who takes himself too seriously is out of sympathy 
with his companions. He is unable to understand that one man may 
: have far less knowledge in some subjects than another has, and yet 
\ may be able to accomplish more important and more useful work at 
college and aftenvards in public life, just because he has a wider out- 
look ip life. " 

^ Wo all know the student witli the earnest eye who comes up to 
one after a lecture, draws him aside, and wishes to indulge in a deep 
discussion on some abstruse problem, and then is disgusUd because 
!iis listener shows indifference to or ignorance of the subject. Such 
a man is apt to be classified by his fellow classmen as a "first-class 
bore," but what is wrong with him is simply that he is taking himself 
a little too seriously. It is not iii;,the nature of things that a young 
undergraduate should wish to continue in his spare, hours the work 
done in lectures. A certain amount of private work is, of course, 
indispensable, but the. spirit of healthy youth objects, and objects 
perfectly naturally, to having the time set apart. for recreation spent 
in devitalizing toil. 

^ To take another example of the same mistake, let us try to re- 
Inember some of the controversies that have raged at various times 
in college. Is it possible to recall one in which either side showed 
Ihe least appreciation of the other's position, or One which both 
Bides did not display an amazing lack of humorous broad-minded- 
aess? In the majority of cases, at least, arguments between college 
men are marked by an exceeding bitterness which could not be 
present were the adversaries able to wtihhold the personal note and 
debate with minds open to receive impressions instead of being shut 
tight by prejudice or egotism. , 

After all, thé finest example of people who took themselves too 
seriously is that of our German' enemies before the war. The Teu 
ton, being totally unable to appreciate the point of view of the Brit- 
ish, for example, concluded that he was right and they were wrong. 
He knew that, thanks to' the system of cramming adopted in German 
schools and Universities, the 8tan.dard of scholarship in his country^ 
was generally higher than that in his rivals' land, although lié could' 
not have said, to save his life, why in a Rugby football game the 
f side which has fourteen men to its opponents' twelve gives the lat-. 
ter a man "to even things up." The young German had a much 
wider'knôwledgé of literature' and science than the average Canadian 
or Engliishmari, buthe never was, and apparently, never will be able 
to give a definition of "fair play." He took hiniself and his wo^'k 
Mrith deadly seriousness, and made himself an efficient machine, but 
he missed the best things in life. 

, ToTcturn to our college, then, we should like to see some slight 
sense of . humour shown by students in their every-day arguments 
and controversies. Thé Anglo-Saxon: genius doesmot take kindly 
to the "earnest discussions" among groups of young college men 
of wliicTi' we read in the history of continental- peoples. Sloàt 
^^|^;;right-mindcd young men of our fàee are apt to introduce a tone of 
banter into their talk when dealing with serious problems — that is, 
as long as the matter is confined to talk. When the time comes for 
action, we do not think that they are found very far behind. •

Dr. John Clark Murray, Professor 
ICmerituii uf Mental ajid Moral Phllo- 
aoi)hy at McGlll University, died ear- 
ly yesterday tnurnln^ at his residence, 
20 McTavish Street. He was in his 
82nd year, and. had been in poor 
health for niany^ years Past. 

The funeral .will lake place irom the 
family reniilunce on Thuraday, at 2.3U, 
to Mount Koyal Cemetery. 

I'rofcsaor Jolm Clark Murray w.i8 
the son of David Murray, Provost of 
Paisley, Scotland, and Ellsabctli 
Clark. Born in Paisley, on March 10. 
1831!, he was educated at the Scot- 
tish Universities of Glasgow and lid- 
Inburght and at the German Univer- 
sities of Heidelberg and Gottingen. 
He held the honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws from ' the Unlveraity of 
Glasgow. 

Dr. Clark Murray came to Can- 
ada in 1862, upon liia appointment oa 
professor of mental and moral philo- 
sophy in Queen'a University, King- 
ston. Oi\t. He remained at Queen's 
until lt72. when he was called to the 
chair at McOill University. Professor 
Clark Murray held' hia chair at McOill 
for thirty-one years, retiring hi 1903, 
when' ho became Professor Emeritus. 

No professor at McGlll Univer- 
sity wii8 ever more beloved by the 
students, and as an ethical teacher 
from his cliai.r of philosophy he pro- 
foundly influenced the thousands of 
young; men wlio passed through his 
classes. By his fellow professors of 
iho Uhlveriîlty, and by scholars In 
general, Dr. ClarK Murray was held 
In the highest esteem, as a man, as a 
teacher, and as an authority on 
philosophy In Its many schools. It 
was the general verdict that no 'more 
perfect example could bo found of 
high Intolleetaal powers Joined to 
complete academic training. 

Apart from hIa studies in philoso- 
phy. Dr. Clark Murray had delved 
deeply into thé literature of Scot- 
land, and he was recognixed as an 
authority on the old Scottish ballads, 
songs and folklore. He often lectur- 
ed before Scottish gatherings in 
Montreal and elsewhere, and with his 
exhaustive knowledge of tilings Scot- 
tish, his yoiiiul, kindly personality, 
he never fnllod to please his fellow- 
countrymen, who saw in him a per- 
fect type of the Scottish scholar and 
gentleman of the old school.

From the beginning of ' the war the 
Universities of Sngland — organized 
for peace, and closely bound to the in- 
ternational commonwealth of letters 
and research — ■ have undertaken an 
over-developing aerlea of tasks in the 
national defense. liOoking bapk on 
their records*a(ter three years of war- 
fare, one realizes how greatly tha 
country would hi^ve suffered* - how 
much It would have lost; in the ab- 
sence of their services. 

With the introduction of the terri- 
torial army system. In 1908, tbo Uni- 
versities wore given an 'Opportunity of 
forming special military units called 
officers' training corps. This they 
readily did, with the result that many 
of their students graduated on to 
the list of the army roserye of offi- 
cers. Their chief service, however, was 
the creation of a numerous reserve oi! 
trained men eminently suited for com- 
missions, who could bo drawn upon 
for such a purpose in the event of 
any national emergency. 

The emergency came, and the etu 
dents filed their application for com 
missions by the thousands. Those al 
ready on tha reserve of officers were 
called up. and many went to F'rance 
with the first expeditionary rorco 
The new battalions, as they wire 
raised, received their quota of student 
mflcers, who played a prominent part 
in their (raining; and the steady 
stream of recruits in the O. T. C.'s 
doubled and trebled their ranks In 
spite of the demands which the dally 
Gazette made on their establishments. 
Cambridge, for example, supplied the 
army with nearly 4,000 officers from 
Its O. T. C. alone. In addition to over 
8.O00 other graduates and undergrad- 
uates who received their commissions 
through other sources, ;;enerally'by 
enlisting as privates. first, i Nor were 
the younger and smaller Universities 
a whit behind; to mention only one, 
Bristol, founded in 1909, and having 
an average roll of barely ],O00 stu- 
dents, even Including' women, yet with 
a proud record of over 700 commis- 
sioned collegtates. 

So highly did the War Office value 
the training capacities of these corps 
and their stuffs, that many of them 
were extended to Include schools of 
Instruction for , young officers, who 
were sent there for short periods af- 
ter rscelvlng their commissions. Thus 
Oxford, from a very early stage of 
the war, had monthly courses of In- 
struction,, where the average attend- 
ance approximated to nearly 400. It 
says much for the type of our Eng- 
lish students and. the character of the 
training they receive, that the Gov- 
ernment-should have at once turned 
to the Universities for a goodly pro- 
portion ofjthe officers required for the 
now armies. ' , 

The Universities did not,' confine 
themselves to supplying men for com- 
miaelons; many of their students en- 
listed directly Into the army as pri- 
vates, and sorao Universities did much 
by their example to encourage this 
form of enlistment. Thus the authori- 
ties of Sheffield University were large- 
ly responsible for the raising of a now 
battalion of the York and Lancaster 
rcgimenl, and the whole Welsh dln- 
Bion was permeated by recruits from 
the University Colleges of Wales. At 
least one battalloat 'of a regiment, in- 
cluding" In Its recruiting district a 
Unlvei'sity town, could boast, of Its 
"Students Company"; and so out -In 
France wo heard troops swinging 
alon^ the dusty roads to the Hit of a 
roUlcltini; varsity chorus, or' going 
Into action with student rallying cries 
un their lips. 

The number of decorations awarded 
Is perhaps not the best criterion liy 
which to ariive ut a satisfactory e.st:- 
mato of military worth; but even sn, 
the honors lists of the, Unlvfi.raltlos 
are certainly^ impressive. Distinctions 
conferred on Oxford men Include 
V.C.'s, 219 D.S.O.'s, 655. M.C.'s. Stu- 
dents of Cambridge have won six 
V.C.'s, 203 D,S.0>'3, alia 673 .M,Ç.'s.

At present 1 am practically loatlns 
v.und here (i.e., loafing all I can, for 
fatigues are numerous), waiting to be 
shipped across the Channel to thu 
scrap. I nm not with the McOill bunch 
any more, but nm now attached to 
the Reserve Artillery Depot here. When 
the Battery was picked at Shorncllffe 
in August, five of us were still in 
quarantine, and so were left out. Of 
this five, two, DUye. Joseph. Arts '19, 
and Jacic MucFarlane, also Arts '^9, 
are now with the Battery, .while 
"Punch" Fowler, Arts '17, MacLen- 
nan and myself arc still out of It. 
There are alHo a fnw oHut MofilU 
men left out, Nichol.

In tlie list of casualties appears tbo 
name, of Lieut. Andrew Muir, 'H.C., 
Arts '80, of the British Artillery, who 
died from wounds. Lieut. Muir, wlio 
was a resident in Montreal for a num- 
ber of years, was in England wlicn 
war broke out, and immediately en- 
listed in the British Army. He was 
one of the first Cunudlans to reacii 
Flanders.

LONDON, England. — The need for 
increasing facilities for reading, in 
view of its great value and import- 
ance in the development both of the 
individual and of the community r ■ a 
whole, was emphasized by 'the various 
speakers at the annual meeting of the 
Library Association, which was held 
at the Caxton Hall, Westminster, 

Mr. J. Y. W. MacAlister, president 
of /he Association, said in his opening 
address at the morning: session that 
many - thousands of volumes had been 
collected by the, agency of the libra- 
ries and forwarded through the Camps 
Ubrary, the British Prisoners of War 
Book I Scheme, and other similar or- 
ganizations for the use of troops in 
the field, in the hospitals, and those 
in captivity. Training camps at home 
had called for books and had been 
supplied, many librarians giving, of 
their experience and service to the 
purposes. There were some people in 
the country, he said, who thought that 
one of the most striking lessons of the 
war was the ' dnntror of what they 
colled "over education," and the fal- 
lacy of th^ idea that a 'high degree of 
intellectual training must of necessity 
produce a higher typo of civilization. 
They pointed to Germany as an oto- 
Ject-lcsson, and said that the most> 
complete system of- national educa- 
tion -that had ever existed h^d led to 
the most appalling development, of 
savagery and moi-al abasement that 
the world had ever seen. Were they, 
Mr. MacAlister asked, in danger of 
doing for their- own people what the 
German educators of the Nineteenth 
Century had done for theirs?. He, was 
confident that they were in no such 
danger if they only recognized what 
it was that had led Germany astray 
and had caused her to make such a 
hideous use of the mechanism of civi- 
lization. Her Intellectual develop- 
ment had two weaknesses, which In 
the event of war had proved to be so 
vital that they had brought about the 
corruption and ruin of the whole. It< 
lacked the essential elements of free- 
dom and morality. 

One of . the ^ greatest virtues of the' 
library -'moveraent. .as an element In 
national education, was, in his opin- 
ion, that it was necessarily an instru- 
ment of liberty. They were entitled 
to believe that it was in their power 
to play an important part in strength- 
ening those two elements in their In- 
tellectual training— freedom and mor- 
ality —which would preserve them 
from the dangers into which the jnind 
of Germany had been led by its drilled 
and regimented professors. There had 
been a feeling in the early days of the 
war that they ' could afford , to close 
down such places as public llbrarios 
and art galleries, That feeling was 
vanishing; and there was, evidence of 
a distinct change of attitude on the 
part of t'ae public. . Far from closing 
dow.n the libraries,' people were be- 
g lOTlngit o consider that these instltu- 
ti^Snp^quld be made to serve more ef- 
fectlvoly the intellectual and practi- 
cal needs of thé community. They had 
always had technical libraries In some 
form, but they needed to be developed 
In several directions to become effi- 
cient aids to the arts and manufac- 
tures of the country. Commercial 
libraries were quite a recent develop- 
ment, and they were urgently need- 
ed.- -, , 

Dr. Addison, the minister of recon- 
struction, said thai, he thought It was 
impossible"" for anyone to survey, the 
experience of the war without coming 
to the conclusion that, without regard 
both . to the dissemination and acquire- 
ment of Information, they had still , a 
great deal to learn ' an^ achieve. One 
of the features of their programme 
which had particularly appealed. -to him 
was the movement,' which waa "ap- 
parently making considerable progress, 
for the formation of. technical and

commercial libraries and for the set- 
ting up of research Itbrnrlesjn locali- 
ties to suit the particular' needs and 
industries of the districts. In order 
to enable* them to pay for the war it 
wa« necessary for the different trades 
<ind Industries of the coi^try'- to 
throw themselves wholeheartedly into 
their work, and to organize more and 
more for the production and dissem- 
ination of useful and necessary infor- 
mation. He knew that in the war the 
country had been seriously handicap- 
ped by the absence of necessary sys- 
tematited and Industrial information 
of a serviceable kind, such as could be 
made use of by a man who was com- 
petent In any particular buslnese. 

'A good deal of their information, 
continued Dr. -Addison, had been such 
that If^would not meet the needs of 
a commercial community. To take in- 
formation relatine to the development 
of mineral' resources as an Instance, 
the war had deprived them of certain 
necessary essential minerals and of 
the l^nowledge of how to work them. 
They had in maiTy essential industries 
allowed themselves to become depend- 
ent upon German and Austrian manu- 
facturers. However expert they might 
be In the production of certain peÊtta 
of a machine, they were haadicapped 
if certain other parts, had . to come 
from other countries. The Imperial 
Conference had given careful' con- 
sideration to this aspect of their 
needs, and he hoped that effective pro- 
posals would be made. In the British 
Isles and the Empire they had all the 
essential materials of . Industry, but 
they had up till the present time neg- 
lected them. This had been due to 
the fact that the necessary examina- 
tion and testing of trade processes 
had not been undertaken. 

He personally would take every op- 
portunity Of urging the trades to take 
up the question. The public libraries 
could do a valuable work by placing 
information useful to the Industries of 
various districts at the disposal of the 
community in those districts. They 
must bridge tiii gulf between the uni- 
veraities and the general community. 
He could not be satisfied until they 
had reached the condition by which 
manufacturers and workshops and 
districts were linked up with* the 
higher technical education given xi 
the universities and technical schools. 
Such close working relations were 
essential to industrial progress, and 
once they had that they would be on 
the right road to that Increased pro- 
ductivity which was essential if thoy 
were to maintain their stantMnr after 
the war. 

Mr. L, Stanlejr. Jaat, deputy chief 
librarian of the Manchester Public 
Library, moved a resolution emphasiz- 
ing the value of libraries as an edu- 
cational force, and pleaded for a closer 
co-operatlon between the school and 
the library.

pointed out that the recognition of the 
true place of the library In education 
must carry with It the provlaton of 
adequate financial resources, which 
was impossible under ' the present 
limitation of the library rate. The 
school rates varied ' from 9d. to Zs. 6d., 
whilst the library rate was Id. This 
limitation, he raulntained, should be 
removed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Mr. John Ballinger, librariaa of the 
National Library of Wales, opened 
the discussion at tho afternoon meet- 
ing on "Library Work With Clilidren." 
After reviewing the steps taken in 
Great Britain and other countries to 
bring libraries within the reach of 
children, he spOke of tho need for a 
closer interrelation between the school 
and the library. This had been neg- 
lected by the state education authori- 
ties, but had received considerable at- 
tention from conferences of teachers 
and librarians, which had drawn up 
dchemes for effecting a closer rela- 
tionship, and these bad been tried 
with excellent results. Children's li- 
braries and other means for develop- 
ing the intellectual Interest of chil- 
dren were In opeitLtlbn In most of the 
targe cities, and in some smaller 
places, but the work needed to be ox- 
tended In order that a much larger 
number might be reached. In Am- 
erica, where this branch of library 
work had received much attention, a 
special class of librarian, known as 
children's librarians, who were mostly 
women, had been trained for the 
work, other countries had dealt with 
the matter, and an Inquiry had been 
recently received from India, where 
the foundation of school libraries was 
being contemplated. The right devel- 
opment' of children's reading was 
closely bound up with new educa- 
tional aims. Education by books alone 
would not produce a .well-educated 
man or woman, yet the neglect of \he 
Influence of books Inevitably meant th^ 
loss of many essential things, for they 
were the chief sources of that fuller 
knowledge, the desire and ability for 
the acquisition of which it was the 
civtî purpose of education to produce. 

"Viscount Bryce pointed out that one 
of the principal tests as to whether 
the schools had succeeded in their 
work was the interest taken in read- 
ing. The connection between the 
school and the library ought to be 
very close. Be had- been struck by 
the great need that existed for the 
guidance of young people In the mat- 
ter of reading, especially those of IS 
and 14 and upward. The young per- 
son who was sent into a library was 
rather helpless, for how could he 
know what or how to read? He had' 
often thought that it would be a good 
thlpff to have a course of lectures on 
.hoir to read books.

was visited. In^tbla department pa- 
per and varnished cambric insulated 
cables of all sizes to operate In volt- 
ages up to lt.200 volts, are manufac- 
tured. The lead covering presses and 
the testing department are also locat- 
ed on this floor. The lead covering 
presses consist essentially of a ram, 
s lead containing cylinder, a core box 
and a pressure cylinder. Water at 
6,000 lbs. per sql inch is delivered 
from triple acting pumps to the pres- 
sure cylinder at the bottom of the 
press. The core box and lead con- 
taining çyilnder are forced by the hy- 
draulic pressure against the lead ram, 
and thus the lead Is forced through 
the die around the cable in a smooth 
pipe of uniform tlilcknestf. 

In the testing department, provis- 
ion is made for testing the conductor 
resistance, insulation resistance, and 
capacity of the various cables manu- 
factured. For high tension tests un 
power cables, there Is an auto-trans- 
former, from which any voltage up to 
100,000 may be obtained. 

About 6.80 p.m., after having thank- 
ed the officials of tiie company, who 
had made the trip possible, the mem- 
bers of the party adjourned, well sat- 
isfied with' the afternoon's work, and 
with a feeling > of satisfaction, due 
to the fact .that they had acquired 
considerable knowledge In a moat In- 
teresting manner.
